In Claims 

Claim 1: An optoelectronic device, comprising: 

(a) an electron injection layer disposed over an organic 
operative layer of the optoelectronic device; 

(b) an organic buffer layer disposed over the electron injection 
layer; 

(c) a conducting layer disposed over the organic buffer layer; 

(d) a transparent conductive oxide layer disposed over the 
conducting layer. 

Claim 17: The device of claim 1, wherein, the cathode hag a 
electron injection layer, the organic buffer layer, the 
conducting layer and the transparent conductive oxide layer in 
combination have transparency of at least 90%.
